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Reasons For Allowance 



The present invention is gas turbine plant comprising a temperature detecting 
unit for providing combustion or exhaust temperature data, and a monitoring unit for 
generating a warning signal based on the temperature data from the detecting unit. It is 
well known in the gas turbine art to provide a turbine's control system with the capability 
of generating a warning signal when operating temperatures stray outside acceptable 
limits. None of the references of record however show or fairly suggest a temperature 
warning system in which a monitoring unit delays a temperature signal from a combus- 
tion or exhaust temperature detector, calculates the difference between the delayed 
signal and the original (undelayed) signal, and then uses the temperature difference as 
the basis for generating a warning signal in the manner specified by the present claims. 
The claimed invention is therefore considered patentable over the prior art.
